HANKOW BOYCOTT 
FINANCES 





Agitators Boast of Plenty of 
Money and More to Come

Hankow, Fob. 27,

Dr. Atkinson's Work 


In connection with a Note and 
Comment published last week on 
‘the untimely death ‘of Surge 
Captain E. L. Atkinson, ax.—the 
man who found Captain Scott's 
body after reaching the Pole and 
who later came to China to investi 
ate the cause of schistosomiasis ia 
the Far East—a reader gives ua 
further interesting details in connec: 
tion with hig work in this country, 
In November, 1913, he recalls, the 
Colonial Office made a special grant 
from the Tropical Discases Research 
Fund to tho London School of 
‘Tropical Medicine for the appoint- 
‘ment of a Special Commission to 
undertake an investigation into the 
fe history of the parasite, Schisto- 
soma Japonicum, the cause of 
schistosomiasis in the Far Bast. 
‘The commission consisted of “De, 
R. 7. Leiper, now Professor of 
Helminthology’ at the London School 
of Hygiene and ‘Tropical Medicine, 
who was then Wandsworth Research 
Scholar, and  Surgeon-Commandor 
ET “Atkinson, RN. who Was 
seconded by the ‘Admiralty in viow 
of the importance of the invostiga- 
tion to the Navy in the Far East, 
‘The Commission established itself 
Shanghai and the facilities of 
'e Municipal Laboratory of the 
Public Health Department were put 
at its disposal.

ties, This was in accordance with 
tho pledge made by the Nanking 
Government that shipments into 
stricken areas would be entirely 
tax-free. ‘The grain was purchased 
bby the Commission at 40 per cent, 
less than merchants would have to 
pay for the foodstuffs. One hun- 
‘dred tons of grain were sent to Pao- 
tow, at the end of the Suiyuan line.

Inquest on the Gabbott Children: 
Important Evidence 


‘The inquest on Margaret Domory 
\bbott and Barbara Gabbott, the 
two daughters of Mr. and ‘Mrs. 
B, L, Gabbott of 1213 Rue Lafayette, 
who’ died on the morning of| 
February 26 as a result of a 
collision between their perambulator 
and a garbage lorry and trailer 
belonging to the French Municipal 
Council, was continued on March 
4 by the Registrar, sitting as 
coroner, in Il.

Mrs, ‘Olga Leosnoff, a Russian

Street Union's Suggestion for 
Obtaining Chinese Control 


‘The question of Municipal road 
extensions were discussed at a. 
meeting of the Northern Shanghai 
Streets. Union on March 6 and 
it was stated that the action of the 
Council in constructing roads out- 
side the Sottlement boundaries and 
in Chinese territory was illegal. 

During the course of discussion 
(says the Chinese press), those 
present opined that, as the Council 
hhad committed illegal actions by | 
huilding roads outside the Inter- 
national Settlement, these must be 
returned to the Chinese Govern: 
ment forthwith, ‘The procedure for 
the rendition of these roads, it was 
suggested, should be similar to that 
of the former German Concession 
in Tientsin, namely, that such ronds

Easily Met: Result of Over« 
: selling Honds 


As the result of rumours of ims 
pending fighting: in Kiangsi between 
the Wuban and Nanking forces and 
statements made by exchange 
speculators who have been oversell- 
ing bonds, a run took place on 
Mareh 5 on the Centeal Bank of 
China on The Bund. 

‘The speculators, we are told, have 
oversold to such an extent that they 
have beon thrown into tin extremely 
dangerous position, with the result 
that they have started rumours Uo 
push down prices. These naturally 
aifected the Central Bank of Ching, 
the state bank, and, accordingly, 
there wes a ran when the Central 
Bank opened its doors at 9 am, 
yestenay. This continued for "an 
hour and. stopped between 10 and 
11 am. When the bank opened ita 
doors asain in the afternoon, there 
‘was another rush, In order U> 
avoid overerowdingg, an announce 
ment was issued to. the effect that 
the notes issued would be exchanged.

Regulations Formulated by 
Ministry of Industry 





The Ministry of Industry, Com: 
merce and Labour has passed seven 
important principles relating to 
stock exchange companies in Shang- 
hai, which are as follows:— 

Exchanges may transact business) 
in more than one commodity; 

Not more ghan one exchange may 
he permitted in any town which 
deals in any specific goods; 

Exchanges shall be allowed to 
‘exist for not more than ten years; 

Exchanges shall be organized 
accordance with the laws governing. 
Himited corporations or membership 
organizations; 

There shall be a line of distin 
tion between employees of exchanges 
‘and brokers;

‘The Deputy’s Refusal 


Here the accused made a different

The Deputy became suspicious and | 
asked if “anyone suggested to you 
that you plead guilty and ask to 
be returned to Harbin to stand 
trial?” but got no decisive asswer.

COMMUNISM 





‘Text of the Nanking Regula- 
tions: Retrospective 


Following the recent attempt at 
the Provisional Court to obtain the| 
extradition of a man alleged by the 
Chinese authorities to be a com- 
munist, which move was prevented| 
by Mr. H. E. Stevens, Senior Con- 
sul’s Deputy, who held that the 
‘accused could neither read nor 
write and had little, if any, know- 
ledge of what communism was, and 
that the ruse by the outside in- 
fluences was far-fetehed, the follow- 
ing laws recently promulgated by. 
Nanking on the punishment of 
Communists will be of special 
Interest. Particularly are they of 
importance because, in addition to. 
conflicting with Article I and other 
provisions of the Criminal Code, 
which abolishes the degree system 
of punishment, they upse the 
classification of offences. In addi: 
tion a piece of ex post facto legisla- 
tion, which not only aggravates a 
crime by making it greater than it 
was when committed, it will be:
